To  Jambs  A.  Mount,  Governor  of  Indiana: 

In  compliance  with  the  law  providing  for  the  annual  publi- 
cation of  the  report  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  for  your  examination  the  following  report,  showing 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  State  Treasury  from  the 
1st  day  of  November,  1899,  to  the  31st  day  of  October,  1900, 
inclusive,  and  its  condition  at  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year, 
and  including,  also,  such  other  matters  as,  by  law,  I  am  re- 
quired to  report  to  you. 

The  minutiffi  of  detail  in  the  statement  of  the  fiscal  opera- 
tions of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  the  year  ending  October  31, 
1900,  will  repay  a  careful  perusal,  setting  forth  as  it  does  the 
receipts  and  expenses  of  the  commonwealth,  giving  quite  a 
comprehensive  idea  of  the  financial  management  associated 
with  the  disbursement  of  moneys  derived  from  taxes  and  fees, 
showing  the  sources  of  revenues  and  in  fidelity  of  accountings 
the  amounts  and  to  what  purpose  paid.  It  is  a  special  pleas- 
ure to  note  that,  with  but  one  exception,  the  institutions  of 
State  support  have  lived  within  the  provisions  of  the  appro- 
priation act  of  1899.  In  all  of  the  institutions  supplies  are 
purchased  by  sealed  competitive  bids,  disbursements  are  uni- 
formly itemized,  receipted  bills  accompanying,  with  a  careful 
supervision  based  on  clean  business  methods.  The  increased 
capacity,  consequent  upon  the  specific  appropriations  of  1899, 
generously  made  for  the  purpose  of  enlargements  added  mate- 
rial room  for  the  wards  of  the  State  to  be  cared  for,  notably  in 
the  four  institutions  for  the  insane,  so  that  the  regular  fixed 
amount  for  yearly  maintenance  was  inadequate;  but,  as  a  con- 
tingent provision,  the  Legislature  wisely  made  a  supplemental 
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appropriation  based  on  a  per  capita  above  a  certain  average 
monthly  population.  This  for  the  year  past  amounted  to  $39,- 
545.49,  as  follows :

This  amount  is  less  than  seemed  probable  when  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  of  the  Legislature  of  1899  was  consid- 
ering the  regular  maintenance,  on  account  of  the  increased 
cost  of  the  necessities  of  life  and  the  added  population  made 
probable  by  the  larger  accommodations  provided  for  those 
who  had  theretofore  been  crowded  out  of  the  State's  care  and 
attention.  Experience  certainly  demonstrates  that,  in  consid- 
ering appropriations  for  maintenance,  the  per  capita  should  be 
the  basis,  above  a  certain  average.  This  will  meet  every  con- 
tingency of  population,  prevent  deficiencies,  to  be  allowed  by 
future  legislation,  and  is  economy  for  the  State. 

The  public  debt  has  been  reduced  during  the  fiscal  year  of 
1899,  $483,000,  and  for  the  two  years  since  the  Legislature  last 
met,  $896,000.  The  amount  of  the  State  debt  October  31, 1900, 
was  as  follows :

Of  this  amount  a  substantial  payment  can  be  made  January 
1,  1901,  from  the  revenues  received  from  the  December  settle- 
ment with  the  different  counties  of  the  State,  on  account  of  the 
State  debt  sinking  fund  tax.  The  State  gave  published  notice 
many  years  ago  of  its  desire  to  pay  the  State  stock  certificates 
now  amounting  to  $5,615.12,  and  since  that  interest  has  been 
stopped.  It  is  probable  the  certificates  have  been  destroyed 
or  lost,  and  will  never  be  presented  for  payment.  The  domes- 
tic debt  due  Purdue  and  the  State  universities,  amounting  to 
$484,000  is  in  5  per  cent,  bonds.     The  $340,000  due  Purdue 
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university  is  payable  April  1,  1901,  and  can  be  paid  at  that 
time.  The  3  per  cent,  refunderd  of  1889,  now  amounting  to 
$3,130,000  are  held  mostly  by  savings  banks,  and  having  the 
option  clause,  can  be  paid  by  the  State  at  its  convenience. 
The  State  debt  sinking  fund,  of  three  cents  on  each  hundred 
dollars,  levied  for  this  purpose,  will  amount  in  round  numbers 
to  $400,000  per  year,  and  this  with  a  probable  excess  each  year 
from  the  general  fund,  which,  however,  would  only  be  possible 
with  normal  appropriations,  will  practically  pay  off  all  of  the 
State  debt  that  ean  be  paid  within  the  next  four  years.  The 
3i  per  cent,  bonds  of  1895,  amounting  to  $1,085,000  are  due  in 
1915,  aad  having  no  option  clause,  can  not,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  holders,  be  paid  until  that  time.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, if  the  Legislature  does  not  desire  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  option  privilege  in  the  bonds  of  1889,  the  levy  of 
three  cents  for  the  State  debt  sinking  fund  can  be  reduced,  say 
one-third,  and  with  the  present  levies  for  and  receipts  to 
the  general  and  benevolent  institution  funds,  on  the  basis  of 
present  disbursements,  this  series  of  obligations  can  be  paid 
from  the  surplus  revenues  of  the  general  fund,  and  this  les- 
sened specific  levy  within  practically  the  time  of  maturity  in 
1909.  It  would  seem,  however,  the  part  of  prudent  financial 
management  to  continue  the  levy  of  three  cents  until  these 
bonds  are  paid,  and  save  the  interest. 

The  tax  duplicate  of  the  State  amounts  to  $1,385,746,698. 
It  was  feared  that  on  account  of  the  "$700  mortgage  deduction 
act,"  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1899,  the  duplicate  would 
suffer  a  net  decrease  of  many  million  of  dollars,  but  such  has 
not  been  the  experience.  The  deductions  consequent  upon  this 
statute,  for  the  year  1899,  were  in  round  numbers,  $27,500,000. 
To  offset  this,  however,  there  was  an  increase  of  $23,909,806  in 
the  assessment  of  the  personal  property  of  the  State,  and  of 
$6,414,640  in  the  assessment  of  corporate  property.  These 
increases,  together  with  minor  increases  in  other  species  of 
property,  make  a  very  handsome  addition  to  the  duplicate 
materially  overcoming  the  claims  filed  on  account  of  mort- 
gage deduction,  and  show  the  duplicate  for  1899  to  be  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  State.  While  the  returns  for  the 
present  year  are  not  yet  complete  they  are  suciffient  to  justify 
the  statement  that  the  comparison  will  be  even  more  favorable 
for  the  year  1900.     The  total  taxes  accruing  from  the  dupli- 
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cate  amount  to  $21,659,795.81.  The  average  of  taxes  unpaid 
and  delinquent  has  generally  been  estimated  to  be  about  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  duplicate,  but  at  the  present  time  it  is  seven  per 
cent.,  showing  that  collections  were  never  closer.  There 
should  be,  if  possible,  more  drastic  powers  given  assessors  in 
the  enumeration  of  personal  property.  The  lack  of  power  to 
successfully  ascertain  this  class  of  property  is  the  burden  of 
complaint  everywhere,  in  this  State  and  in  every  other  State. 
Real  estate  can  be  reached,  corporate  property,  through  the 
searching  operations  of  the  tax  law,  can  be  assessed  by  tan- 
gible methods  at  cash  values,  but  personal  property  has  hiding 
places  as  inaccessible  as  African  jungles,  and  because  of  non- 
discovery  bears  the  lightest  burden  of  any  class  of  values, 
when  it  should  share  equally  with  every  other  class  of  values. 
The  history  of  taxation  contains  the  same  old,  old  story — the 
venerable  song — as  to  the  inequality  in  values,  on  the  tax  du- 
plicates, of  property  that  is  real  and  property  that  is  personal 
and  intangible.  The  annual  conventions  of  county  assessors 
for  1899  and  1900  did  very  much  towards  the  equalization  of 
personal  property,  and  the  Legislature  should  make  provision 
for  these  consultations  every  year.  Too  large  an  amount  of 
revenue  is  lost  because  of  failure  to  collect  taxes  after  they 
become  delinquent.  One-half  of  the  taxes  that  ultimately  pass 
from  the  delinquent  column,  by  being  charged  off' as  insolvent, 
couM  have  been  collected  had  the  law  been  enforced  by  the 
county  treasurers,  when  the  delinquency  first  occurred.  In 
this  connection  it  is  well  to  say  that  the  $100  exemption  permits 
abuses  that  the  framers  of  the  law  never  contemplated. 

During  the  year  1899  there  was  paid  on  the  claim  of  the 
State  for  equipment  of  soldiers  for  the  Spanish  war,  §44,516.12, 
and  the  balance  is  in  process  of  settlement.  There  is  also  a 
bill  before  Congress,  that  has  been  reported  favorably,  author- 
izing the  payment  to  the  State,  on  account  of  expenses  incident 
to  the  large  fiscal  operations  connected  with  the  floating  of 
bonds  by  Indiana  during  the  Civil  war,  amounting  to  near  one- 
halt  million  dollars,  which  if  enacted  into  law  will  be  a  partial 
recompense  for  the  outlay  of  the  State,  although  not  nearly  the 
full  amount  of  the  claim. 

The  unusual  specific  appropriations  of  the  Legislature  of 
1899,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  State,  have  been  paid,  so 
far  as  due,  and  the  entire  amount  will  be  readily  met  as  it  ma- 
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tures,  from  the  general  fund.  In  1899,  the  surplus  from  this  fund 
of  183,000  was  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  State  debt.  The 
advisability  of  reducing  the  levy  for  current  expenses  depends 
upon  the  desire,  of  the  Legislature  as  to  the  rapid  liquidation  of 
the  debt,  and  upon  the  amount  of  general  and  specific  appropria- 
tions enacted.  At  the  present  time,  with  present  liabilities, 
the  levies  of  nine  cents  for  the  General  Fund,  and  five  cents  for 
the  Benevolent  Institution  Fund,  in  addition  to  the  fees  and 
income  accruing  from  State  oflBces  and  institutions,  furnish 
ample  revenues  for  all  governmental  expenses  and  leave  a 
substantial  balance  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  State 
debt. 

The  College  Fund  principal  now  in  the  treasury  of  the  State 
amounts  to  J37,265.15  and  can  not  be  loaned  at  7  per  cent. 
There  should  be  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  interest,  and  the  law 
should  be  made  mandatory  as  to  foreclosures  so  that  personal 
judgments  may  be  obtained,  rather  than  the  mere  possession 
of  the  security.  Thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  land  bought  in 
by  the  State  through  delinquencies  of  borrowers  will  show  very 
material  losses  because  of  expanded  appraisements  and  other 
wrongs  at  the  time  of  making  loans. 

I  commend  in  detail  the  very  thorough  report,  comprehend- 
ing every  phase  of  the  State's  financial  operations  for  the  past 
jear.

ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS  FOR  THE  YEARS  1902  AND  1903- 


In  accordance  with  la\^,  the  following  estimate  is  made  of 
the  probable  receipts  to  the  State  treasury  for  the  years  1902 
and  1908. 

In  basing  an  estimate  of  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  years  of 
1902  and  1903,  the  amount  of  the  duplicate,  the  levy,  the  per- 
centage of  delinquent  taxes,  and  the  aggregate  of  fees  from  the 
different  State  offices,  with  earnings  and  income  of  State  insti- 
tutions, must  be  carefully  considered.  I  believe  it  entirely  safe 
to  estimate,  predicated  on  probable  conditions,  that  there  is 
every  assurance  of  no  material  change,  so  far  as  the  volume  of 
duplicate,  aggregate  of  taxes  and  fees,  and  institutional  income 
is  concerned,  taking  for  granted  the  tax  levies  will  be  as  at 
present.  With  this  condition  I  submit  the  following  estimate 
of  receipts  in  epitome,  following  with  estimate  of  disbursements 
in  itemized  form : 

The  taxable  property  of  the  State  in  1899  amounted  to 
$1,335,746,698,  and  the  number  assessable  for  poll  tax  was 
429,115 ;  with  levy  of  nine  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property,  and  fifty  cents  on  every  poll,  the  levy  for 
the  General  Fund  would  be  $1,416,428.40.  Allowing  7  per 
cent,  for  delinquency,  the  receipts  from  taxation  to  the  General 
Fund  would  be  $1,317,278.41. 

Upon  the  same  basis  the  total  taxes  levied  for  the  Benevolent 
Institution  Fund,  by  a  levy  of  five  cents  upon  every  one 
hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property,  would  be  $667,873.40. 
Allowing  7  per  cent,  for  delinquency,  the  net  receipts  would  be 
$621,112.25.  The  receipts  in  the  two  funds  would  therefore  be 
about  $1,938,390.66.  In  addition  to  the  amount  which  will  be 
available  from  taxation,  the  receipts  to  the  General  Fund  from 
the  fees  of  State  offices,  earnings  of  institutions  and  other 
income-earning  sources  of  the  State  will  be  $450,000,  having 
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been  $495,000  in  the  year  just  closed.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
receipts  from  the  U.  S.  Government,  on  account  of  the  Soldiers' 
Home,  will  be  about  $75,000.     Recapitulating,  we  have :

The  estimated  disbursements  amount  to  $2,069,010  for' the 
years  1902,  and  $2,167,360  for  the  year  1903.  Deducting  the 
estimated  disbursements  from  the  estimated  receipts,  we  have 
a  balance  remaining  for  the  year  1902  of  $894,380.66,  and  for 
the  year  1903  of  $296,030.66.. 

It  will  be  understood  that  the  estimate  of  disbursements 
does  not  include  any  specific  expenditures,  but  is  based  solely 
upon  the  present  running  expenses  of  the  State  government 
and  the  natural  increases  that  must  follow.

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INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT^ 


The  tabulated  returns  of  the  difterent  authorized  insurance 
companies  in  this  State  are  well  worth  the  perusal  of  every 
thoughtful  citizen  of  Indiana.  It  will  be  observed  that  no 
public  business  interest  is  increasing  in  volume  more  rapidly, 
and  in  individual  touch  none  is  so  intimately  in  association 
with  all  classes  and  conditions  of  our  people,  as  is  insurance  in 
some  of  its  varied  forms.  It  has  been  the  aggressive  purpose 
of  this  department  to  eliminate  from  the  State  the  insolvent, 
experimental  and  unworthy  organizations,  that  masqueraded 
under  the  title  of  insurance  companies,  but  which  were  in 
reality  suspicious  conspiracies,  altogether  void  of  character, 
capital  or  conscience.  The  treasured  name  of  Indiana  has  been 
dishonored  by  having  been  a  refuge  for  the  operation  of  wild- 
cat schemes  and  schemers,  and  the  home  of  organization  of 
"grave-yard"  and  other  disreputable  forms  of  alleged  life  and 
fire  indemnity,  and  it  will  be  a  continuing  purpose  to  prose- 
cute the  weeding-out  process,  until  the  license  of  any  and 
every  insurance  company  to  do  business  in  Indiana  shall  be  a 
certificate  of  confidence  in  their  solvency  and  honest  repre- 
sentations as  to  policy  conditions  and  integrity  of  contract. 
Insurance  has  gotten  to  be  the  right  arm  of  dependence,  not 
only  to  the  business  interests,  ever  liable  to  the  ravages  of  fire, 
but  to  the  family  and  the  home  where  are  associated  the  ever- 
present  contingencies  of  the  future,  and  to  provide  for  which 
is  a  safeguard  that  is  the  most  intimate  that  comes  to  the  life 
and  purpose  of  every  good  citizen. 

Fire  indemnity  is  costing  the  people  too  much.  This  is  gen- 
erally recognized  both  by  insured  and  insurer.  The  fire  losses 
of  the  United  States  during  the  present  year  have  averaged  near 
$400,000  daily.  The  loss  in  Indianapolis  alone  the  first  four 
months  of  the  present  year  was  $1,000,000,  and  in  Indiana  for 
the  six  months  ending  June  30  was  $1,749,254.99,  and  for  the 

—3— 


year  1899  was  $2,020,803.81.  Every  dollar  that  is  lost  by  flame 
and  smoke  perishes  forever.  Insurance  indemnifies,  but  does  not 
restore.  Legislation  is  needed  against  tires  along  the  lines  of 
causes.  One  of  the  potent  remedies  for  cheaper  fire  insurance 
is  a  law  against  the  almost  criminal  carelessness  that  bases  the 
origin  of  one-third  of  the  fires  that  occur.  France  has  the 
lowest  rates  in  the  world,  because  of  its  statutes  providing  for 
personal  liability  for  loss,  damage  or  injury  caused  by  careless- 
ness or  negligence-  A  landlord  is  held  responsible  for  any  de- 
fect in  a  building  where  fire  originates.  The  loss  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  insurance  in  France  is  six  cents.  In  some 
of  the  States  of  this  Union  it  is  one  dollar  and  thirty-one  cents. 
Municipal  regulations,  on  a  practical  aod  sensible  basis,  that 
will  deal  with  defective  flues,  electric  insulation,  the  use  of  slow- 
burning  building  material,  a  maximum  fire-proof  construction, 
non-partisan  fire  departments,  drilled  in  fire-fighting,  whose 
membership  are  not  the  footballs  of  politics,  insurance  and 
salvage  patrols,  and  a  thousand  and  one-  other  details  in  the 
minutije  of  reform  from  cause  to  conflagration,  can  do  very 
much  to  improve  and  protect  the  physical  hazard,  and  thus 
unquestionably  reduce  rates.  There  should  be  a  coroner's 
inquest  on  fires  to  determine  origin  and  responsibility.  This 
can  be  largely  effected  through  the  present  machinery  of  mu- 
nicipal government,  without  an  increased  expenditure  of 
revenue  or  added  official  roll.  Indiana  should  be  abreast  of 
the  progressive  States  and  deal  with  tires  along  scientific  lines. 
A  Fire  Marshal  law  is  needed,  modeled  after  the-one  in  Massa- 
chusetts. The  crystallized  results  of  such  a  law  fli  that  State, 
after  a  trial  of  fourteen  years,  are: 

First.  In  Boston  the  percentage  of  incendiary  fires  has  been 
reduced  from  35  to  3J  per  cent.,  a  difference  of  31^  per  cent. 

Second.  The  percentage  of  incendiary  fires  has  been  re- 
duced in  the  State  from  33J  per  cent,  to  5  per  cent.,  a  diflPerence 
of  28J  per  cent. 

Third.  The  number  of  arrests  and  convictions  for  arson 
and  incendiarism  show  an  increase  of  from  five  hundred  to 
one  thousand  per  cent,  over  the  number  of  arrests  and  con- 
victions during  the  same  length  of  time  prior  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  office,  and  this  in  the  face  of  a  very  materially 
reduced  percentage  of  incendiarism. 


Fourth.  The  oflBce  has  saved  the  commonwealth  on  an 
average  of  $300,000  per  annum. 

Fifth.  The  aggregate  fire  loss  during  the  five  years  preced- 
ing the  establishment  of  the  fire  marshal's  office  was  $10,000,000 
greater  than  the  five  years  of  its  existence 

I  believe  from  the  results  experienced  in  the  operations  of 
laws  of  this  character  in  the  States  of  their  adoption,  that  its 
eflPect  in  Indiana  would  be  a  material  reduction  in  insurance 
rates,  the  "firebug"  would  meet  with  merited  punishment, and 
thousands  of  dollars  of  property  would  be  saved  from  the  ash 
heap.  A  prime  necessity  would  be  a  Fire  Marshal  of  courage 
and  conservatism,  a  man  of  expert  fitness,  and  whose  tenure 
should  be  based  altogether  upon  an  intelligent  fidelity  to  duty 
and  law.  The  fire  losses  are  increasing  so  rapidly  that  the 
strength  of  the  very  best  companies  are  being  tested  with  a 
severity  that  calls  for  every  added  precaution  against  causes. 
From  January  1,  1900,  to  July  1, 1900,  the  aggregate  premium 
receipts  of  fire  companies  in  this  State  only  exceeded  the  losses 
by  $265,000.  I  trust  the  Legislature  of  1901,  in  its  wisdom, 
will  adopt  the  Fire  Marshal  law  of  Massachusetts,  believing 
that  one  of  its  immediate  beneficences  will  be  in  giving  to  our 
citizens  a  needed  measure  of  relief  from  present  rates.  The 
State  has  a  duty  as  to  causes  and  prevention,  and  it  should 
adopt  the  conservative' and  eclectic  remedy  so  far  as  statutes 
are  concerned  that  have  in  results  been  achieved  by  the  expe- 
rience in  other  States.  Insurance  companies  should  only  be  re- 
quired to  make  annual  reports.  Under  the  present  law,  semi- 
annual returns  are  named,  but  I  can  see  no  necessity  for  the 
one  rendered  in  July.  Georgia  is  the  only  other  State  with 
this  eftete  requirement.  Instead  of  two  licenses  each  year  to 
agents,  one  should  be  issued  January  1st,  at  a  uniform  fee  of 
five  dollars,  regardless  of  any  reciprocal  regulations.  The  law 
should  require  each  company  doing  business  in  the  State  to 
keep  the  Auditor's  certificate  as  to  its  condition  and  its  au- 
thority to  do  business  on  file  for  public  information  in  the 
County  Clerk's  office.  The  resident  agents  law  should  be 
strengthened  so  that  it  would  be  free  from  technical  construc- 
tion against  the  State.  Brokers  in  Chicago  and  other  cities  are 
carrying  large  lines  in  Indiana,  from  which  the  State  gets  no 
revenue.  In  many  instances  the  companies  are  of  questionable 
standing,  and  often,  in  case  of  loss,  the  insured  experiences  the 
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trouble  of  a  law  suit,  outside  of  the  State,  if  not  policy  repu- 
diation. The  admitted  companies  comply  with  the  laws'  re- 
quirements in  commending  themselves  to  the  confidence  of  the 
public,  and,  where  controversy  occurs,  the  local  courts  are 
open,  through  provisions  for  services  on  the  companies,  with- 
out the  expense  of  going  to  the  home  State.  Indiana  owes  it 
to  its  insuring  public,  to  the  companies  that  comply  with  the 
law,  to  the  army  of  our  citizens  who  are  engaged  in  an  honor- 
able agency  occupation,  to  the  estoppel  of  a  plundered  revenue, 
because  of  this  guerrilla  method  of  securing  risks,  that  the  law 
be  so  amended  that  brokerage  insurance  shall  be  rendered 
more  difficult,  and  the  solicitation  for  unauthorized  companies 
have  penalties  of  more  positive  and  explicit  interpretation.

Over  $46,000,000  of  "old  line"  life  insurance  is  the  record  in 
Indiana  during  the  past  year.  No  more  sacred  contract  can 
be  written,  and  it  is  the  unquestioned  duty  of  the  State  to 
frame  laws  that  will  protect  the  people  against  imposition, 
either  in  contract  or  solvency.  The  people  generally  believe, 
and  have  a  perfect  right  to  implicitly  believe,  that  the  author- 
ity of  an  insurance  company  to  transact  business  in  Indiana  is 
a  certificate  of  confidence  to  their  trust.  This  department  re- 
quires, so  far  as  the  letter  and  spirit  of  our  laws  will  possibly 
warrant,  policy  stipulations  clearly  expressed,  a  literature  free 
from  chicane  or  deceit,  and  a  financial  condition  of  unques- 
tioned solvency.  There  should  be  an  anti-rebate  law  upon  our 
statute  books.  The  evil  of  rebating  the  first  year's  premium 
has  grown  so  in  the  competition  for  new  business  in  many  of 
the  older  companies,  that  if  not'  repressed,  threatens  a  crisis 
ere  many  years  in  life  indemnity.  The  operating  expenses  for 
original  business  in  rebated  policies  has  no  relation  whatever 
to  the  actuarial  loadings.  The  surplus,  the  property  of  the 
persistent  policy  holders,  is  used  as  a  bounty  fund  for  new  re- 
cruits. There  is  a  cost  mark  on  every  dollar  of  insurance  as 
unerring  as  that  on  any  commercial  commodity,  and  it  can  not 
be  put  on  the  market  for  less,  without  financial  impairment. 
Discriminations  against  policy  holders,  robbing  Peter  who 
hath,  by  rebating,  to   attract  Paul,  who  hath   not,  should  be 


attacked  by  the  intervention  of  a  stalwart  statute  to  the  end 
that  the  surplus  should  go  to  the  policy  holders  who  are  its 
rightful  owners,  rather  than  be  applied  in  carrying  contracts 
written  at  a  company  loss,  at  a  rate  not  only  unjust  to  those 
who  are  on  the  company  rolls,  and  which  from  every  stand- 
point of  honorable  and  legitimate  business  is  purely  homeo- 
pathic larceny.  If  our  laws  license  a  company  to  sell  insur- 
ance they  should  prohibit  special  or  class  favoritism,  especially 
where  the  people  who  have  paid  actuarial  rates  are  forced  to 
make  up  the  deficiencies  which  the  robbery  of  rebating  inevit- 
ably saddles  upon  them. 

^'Term  losurance,"  a  twelve  months'  contract,  is  the  usual 
commodity  of  the  rebater.  Information  has  come  to  this  de- 
partment of  thousands  of  dollars  of  such  rebated  contracts  that 
are  written  at  a  loss  to  the  companies.  It  grows  primarily  out 
of  the  custom  of  paying  certain  agents  large  bonuses  for  a 
yearly  aggregate  of  business,  and  the  alleged  necessity  of 
adopting  this  policy  to  get  business  on  the  books.  It  is  not 
only  the  entering  wedge  of  company  impairment,  but  a  dis- 
crimination that  the  laws  should  heroically  reme«ly.  The 
State  in  admitting  an  *'old  line"  company  prescribes  a  certain 
continuing  revenue,  based  on  level  premiums  at  actuarial  rates; 
rebating  from  the  cold  blooded  standpoint  of  taxation  robs  the 
commonwealth  of  its  dues;  but  more  than  anything  else,  it  im- 
pairs the  financial  strength  of  the  rebating  companies,  it  places 
contracts  of  indemnity  in  the  "bargain  counter"  list,  and  holds 
out  to  investors  the  seductive  attractions  that  belong  to  "fire" 
and  "rummage"  sales  of  shelf- worn  merchandise.  The  integ- 
rity of  assets,  the  integrity  of  policy  loadings,  the  integrity  of 
company  dealings  with  the  public,  form  the  only  basis  of  life 
assurance  the  law  should  recognize  in  dealing  with  company 
ability  to  meet  the  far-reaching  trusts  involved  in  the  sacred 
character  of  its  contracts. 

The  three  systems  of  insurance,  old  line,  fraternal  and 
assessment,  have  their  place  in  our  laws,  and  in  the  necessities 
of  our  citizenship.  I  hold  that  each  system  should  have  the 
unbiased  support  and  protection  of  our  State  only  after  it  has 
fully  complied  with  every  feature  of  the  law,  and  that  those 
questionable  in  character,  methods  or  solvency  should  be 
exterminated  with  the  vigor  of  relentless  prosecution. 
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FRATERNAL   INSURANCE. 


Under  the  operations  of  the  fraternal  law  of  1899,  fraternal 
insurance  is  in  much  better  condition  than  previous  to  its  en- 
actment. This  law  is  the  creature  of  the  Fraternal  Congress, 
an  organization  composed  of  the  better  fraternal  orders  of  the 
country,  and  has  been  enforced  by  this  department,  admitting 
the  worthy  and  excluding  those  falsely  flying  the  flag  of  broth- 
erhood. Standard  fraternal  insurance  has  been  a  blessing  to 
thousands  of  homes  in  Indiana,  and  will  continue  to  be,  so  long 
as  proper  ratings,  careful  selection  and  conservative  business 
methods  are  adopted.  No  other  class  of  insurance  has  suffered 
from  impostors  as  has  this;  managements  have  been  personal 
and  selfish,  rates  have  been  inadequate,  and  receivers  conspic- 
uous. Many  fraternal  companies  in  their  early  years  from 
lack  of  experience  failed  to  charge  suflicient  premiums,  neg- 
lected to  take  any  intelligent  account  of  mortuary  averages,  but 
this  omission  is  rapidly  being  recognized  by  the  better  organ- 
izations and  of  necessity  will  have  to  be  by  all.  Experimental 
companies  are  not  permitted  in  Indiana,  neither  are  those  that 
do  not  charge  a  minimum  rate,  and  every  company  is  required 
in  literature  and  certificates  to  measure  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  law's  requirements. 

Fraternal  insurance  has  its  clientage  most  largely  amongst 
those  who  can  carry  but  comparatively  small  policies.  Its  mis- 
sion is  intended  as  one  of  brotherly  mutuality.  It  can  not  be 
organized  for  personal  profit  and  be  true  to  its  charter.  It 
can  not,  from  its  nature,  do  much  more  than  exemplify  the 
beautiful  tenets  and  lessons  of  its  orders,  by  affording  tempo- 
rary indemnity  during  the  years  when  the  family  is  growing 
into  womanhood  and  manhood  and  the  age  of  dependency  has 
its  obligations  to  guard  with  provident  care.  It  has  no  place 
in  the  investment  or  endowment  field;  it  is  term  insurance 
purely.  It  is  only  safe  when  the  premiums  conforni  to  mor- 
tuary experience  tables,  when  its  selections  are  careful,  and  its 
business  methods  free  from  excessive  salaries  and  subtle  per- 
quisites hidden  in  the  mazes  of  extra  charges,  that  go  to  the  man- 
agement under  the  cover  of  membership,  examination  and  other 
like  apparently  inconsequential  items.  When  we  reflect  that 
already  this  year    $35,000,000    has    been    paid    to    the   bene- 
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fieiaries  of  fraternal  insurance,  we  can  glean  an  idea  of  the  de- 
mands for  its  provisions  and  the  necessity  for  its  control,  under 
the  law,  and  the  security  its  thousands  of  patrons  should  have 
fully  demonstrated  by  the  State. 

In  whatever  system  of  insurance  a  contract  is  taken,  it  must 
always  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  only  a  promise  to  pay,  but 
that  to  the  persistent  holder  the  beneficiary  and  the  paymaster 
must  settle.  And  in  whatever  system,  the  contract  should  be 
plainly  expressed,  so  that  the  policy  holder  in  the  system  of 
his  choice  may  not  be  deceived.  The  fire  underwriter  may 
write  a  risk  for  a  century  on  a  business  block,  and  never  need 
an  adjuster,  but  in  life  underwriting  the  time  is  sure  when 
death  will  mature  the  contract. 


ASSESSMENT   INSURANCE. 

Assessment  insurance  has  drifted  far  and  away  from  its  true 
purpose  as  post-mortem  insurance:  Under  the  law  of  1897, 
as  interpreted  by  the  Attorney-General,  companies  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  that  statute  are  issuing  policies  with 
contingent  contracts  of  surrender  and  loan  values,  and  limited 
payment  features,  the  requirement  being  that  the  emergency 
clause  providing  for  additional  premiums  in  case  of  necessity 
shall  be  plainly  printed.  The  premiums  charged  approximate 
the  actuarial  rates  of  "old  line"  companies.  The  law  of  1897 
should  be  made  more  explicit  as  to  the  provisions  for  a  reserve 
fund,  and  this  reserve,  in  order  to  meet  the  purpose  of  such  a 
security,  should  be  guarded  by  statutory  provisions  similar  to 
the  compulsory  legal  reserve  law  of  1899. 

INDIANA   COMPANIES. 

The  organizations  authorized  by  our  laws  are  generally 
prosperous  and  increasing  their  membership.  The  forward 
movement  in  Indiana  for  building  up  strong  organizations  was 
att'orded  in  the  compulsory  legal  reserve  law  of  1899.  It  gave 
Indiana  capital  and  enterprise  an  opportunity  to  form  on  the 
"old  line"  p^an,  and  four  companies,  the  State  Life,  the  Inter- 
state Life,  the  American  Central,  and  the  Meridian  Life  and 
Trust  Company,  have  so  organized  with  the  statutory  deposits 
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with  the  Auditor  of  State.  With  laws  such  as  the  Indiana 
reserve  statute  of  1899,  with  a  business  detail  based  on  the 
outgrowth  of  positive  mathematical  results,  the  experience  of 
watchful  years  and  the  genius  of  masterful  and  practical  ex- 
perts, it  can  but  be  that  fields  of  great  possibilities  will  open 
up  not  only  in  Indiana  for  their  business  of  legal  reserve  insur- 
ance, but  in  the  growing  middle  west.  There  is  this  impera- 
tive injunction  —  give  to  the  people  security,  give  them  the 
same  contracts  as  do  the  older  organizations,  give  the  com- 
panies and  the  people  the  protection  in  the  enforcement  of  this 
just  statute,  and  the  business  of  this  territory,  tributary  to  our 
fortunate  location,  will  have  a  most  active  and  most  commend- 
able competitor  in  our  home  companies. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Indianapolis  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company,  a  stock  organization  of  Indiana  capital,  less 
than  two  years  of  age,  has  by  its  successful  management  secured 
not  only  a  large  clientage  in  its  home  State,  but  has  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  States  of  Illipois,  New  York  and  Massachusetts. 

The  Legislature  of  1899  passed  a  law  requiring  the  special 
charter  companies  to  report  annually  to  the  Auditor  of  State. 
Two  of  these  have  done  so  cheerfully — the  Franklin  of  Evans- 
ville  and  the  Indiana  of  this  city.  The  others  have  not,  and, 
unless  the  law  is  amended  with  a  penalty  clause,  they  can  not 
be  required  to. 

The  career  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Fire  Insurance  Company,  one 
of  the  special  charters,  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  Stat«  su- 
pervision. This  was  a  special  charter  organization,  not  amen- 
able to  departmental  scrutiny.  It  drifted  into  the  management 
of  Chicago  parties.  At  the  request  of  its  officers,  however, 
early  in  1899,  this  department  made  an  examination  of  its 
condition.  It  was  found  to  be  wholly  irresponsible,  has  since 
gone  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  practically  without  assets^ 
and  would  have  been  closed  up  years  ago  had  the  power  been 
lodged  in  the  law  for  official  inspection.  There  should  be  pro- 
vision made  for  the  organization  of  accident,  health,  plate  glass 
and  all  other  forms  of  insurance,  not  now  provided  for  in  our 
statutes,  upon  the  stock  plan.  An  amendment  to  the  legal 
reserve  law  of  1899  for  accident  and  health  companies  would 
be  a  safe  and  satisfactory  provision  for  these  special  branches 
of  insurance. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  continuing  odium  is  still  car- 
ried by  Indiana  as  being  the  home  of  "graveyard"  insurance. 
Its  influence  is  felt  in  an  insurance  way  by  the  many  reputable 
companies  of  this  State,  and  the  measure  of  disappointment 
and  pecuniary  loss  by  the  victims  of  its  allurements  has  that 
of  add«d  dishonor  to  a  commonwealth  permitting  such  impos- 
tors. That  alleged  insurance  should  be  sold  in  shares,  the 
principal  passing  no  medical  examination,  indeed  may  be  on  a 
dying  bed,  is  more  abhorrent  than  the  law  authorizing  the 
Louisiana  lottery.  This  department  has  waged  ceaseless  war 
within  the  law  against  this  business,  and  has  reduced  the  num- 
ber of  companies  engaged  in  the  disreputable  traffic,  and  will 
continue  to  use  the  power  of  the  law  to  exterminate  the  organ- 
izations remaining.  No  policy  of  insurance  should  be  per- 
mitted that  does  not  name  a  definite  amount,  and  no  risk 
should  be  written  that  is  not  based  on  a  medical  examination 
within  the  limits  of  standard  ages. 

The  receipts  of  the  insurance  department  from  July  1,  1899, 
to  July  1, 1900,  were  |233,454.54,  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  office.  It  has  been  the  conscientious  endeavor  to  enforce 
the  insurance  laws  without  fear  or  favor,  to  protect  the  people 
and  the  companies  that  comply  with  our  statutes  against  im- 
positions and  irresponsibles,  to  require  the  highest  standard  of 
examinations,  an  absolute  integrity  of  financial  condition,  and 
such  a  statement  in  contracts  and  literature  as  will  upon  their 
face  express  their  full  meaning  to  the  people  in  plain  unequiv- 
ocal terras,  and  it  will  continue  to  be  the  policy  to  so  conduct 
this  department,  within  the  law,  that  Indiana  will,  by  an  in- 
surance standard,  be  lifted  to  a  higher  plane,  companies  and 
people  be  better  protected,  conservative  and  secure  statutes 
advised,  and  the  safety  and  rights  of  policy  holders  aggres- 
sively conserved.

BUILDING  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATION 

DEPARTMENT.    . 


The  relation  of  the  State  to  building  and  loan  associations  should 
be  one  of  most  generous  reciprocity.  It  was  Lincoln  who  said  the 
Lord  loved  the  humbler  circumstanced  of  the  world's  population, 
else  he  would  not  have  created  so  manv  of  them,  and  it  is  for  those 
of  moderate  earning  power,  those  who  have  to  be  close  calculators 
in  order  that  income  and  expense  may  not  get  embarrassingly  ajar, 
that  these  organizations  of  such  substantial  economical  environ- 
ment are  primarily  intended,  and  to  whom  so  many  thousands  of 
families  in  homes  of  their  ownership  are  burning  the  incense  of 
grateful  benediction.  Not  until  within  a  handful  of  years  past, 
not  many  beyond  a  century,  does  the  building  association  appear  in 
the  social  economics  of  this  or  the  mother  country.  The  man  on 
horseback  was  too  busy,  the  crowns  of  royalty  rested  too  insecurely, 
the  land  grabbing  contests  of  petty  and  national  wars  had  not  given 
way  to  the  greater  victories  of  peace.  Not  until  the  great  American 
republic  had  blazed  the  way  and  given  the  doctrine  of  the  brother- 
hood of  man  standing  room  and  an  atmosphere  of  vitality,  did  these 
splendid  aggregations  of  individual  savings  have  the  friendly  over- 
sight of  the  State,  and  take  organized  position  as  a  right  arm  of  de- 
pendence for  the  frugal,  industrious  and  economical.  The  history 
of  building  and  loan  associations  is  a  twice-told  tale  in  repetition. 
In  a  crude  form,  a  pretentious  protoplasm,  they  came  to  us  from 
England,  with  a  doubtful  legend  of  having  probably  had  a  birth- 
right in  Greece.  They  have  grown  most  and  best  with  the  progress 
of  this  country,  and  have  the  encouragement  not  only  of  political 
economists,  but  the  protection  generally  of  just  and  safe  laws,  and 
as  experience  suggests,  will  have  added  statutes  to  safeguard  and 
protect.  In  my  judgment,  the  mutuality  and  co-operation  ideas 
are  the  principal  underlying  features  of  these  superb  societies  for 
self-help.    It  is  wholly  wrong  to  encourage  the  proposition  that  a

building  association  is  anything  else  than  a  money-saving  racne- 
ment,  and  not  a  money-making  enterprise.  Those  companiee  that 
proceed  on  and  demonstrate  the  theory  that  a  home  can  be  built  and 
owned  for  practically  what  the  borrower  pays  in  rent  are  mission- 
aries of  blessing  in  this  world,  and  create  hope  and  hallelujahs  for 
the  next. 

The  first  Indiana  law  for  incorporation  of  building  asvsociations 
was  approved  March  5,  1857,  and  went  into  force  August  24, 
1857.  This  was  repealed  by  the  Act  of  March  11,  1875,  and  that 
by  Act  of  March,  1885. 

The  first  association  to  comply  with  the  Act  of  1857  was  the 
Indianapolis  Uuilding,  Loan  Fund  and  Savings  Association,  which 
filed  a  certified  copy  of  its  constitution  and  by-laws  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  October  13,  1857.  Oii  October  16,  1857,  the  Marion 
County  Loan  Fund  and  Savings  Association  filed  a  copy  of  its  by- 
laws with  the  Secretary  of  State.  Both  these  associations  had  been 
in  business  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  but  complied  with  its 
terms  as  above  stated  in  accordance  with  a  provision  of  said  act. 
The  first  association  to  incorporate  under  this  law  was  the  German 
Savings  Fund  Association  of  Indianapolis,  which  filed  its  incorpora- 
tion papers  with  the  Secretary  of  State  March  80,  1858. 

The  law  requiring  annual  reports  to  be  made  to  the  Auditor  of 
State  was  enacted  in  1893.  Before  that  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
had  endeavored  to  obtain  reports,  but  the  largest  number  reported 
to  it  in  any  one  vear  was  three  hundred  and  twenty-nine  in  1891. 

There  were  four  hundred  and  ninety  associations  doing  business 
June  30,  1893,  and  of  this  number  four  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
reported  that  ye^r.  At  that  time  a  number  of  "State"  or  "TTational" 
incor]X)rated  under  laws  of  otJher  St^ites  were  doing  business,  but 
the  Act  of  1893,  so  far  as  it  affected* foreign  associations,  was  so 
stringent  that  none  have  ever  complied  with  it,  and  those  doing 
business  in  the  State  at  the  time  of  its  passage  withdrew  to  avoid  its 
penalties,  and  I  think  the  State  has  been  the  gainer  through  their 
absence. 

The  first  associations  to  do  a  "State"  or  "National"  business  were 
incorporated  in  Indiana  in  the  latter  part  of  1889. 

The  .four  hundred  and  seventy-eight  associations  reporting  in 
1893  showed  assets  of  $27,438,061.94,  and  mortgage  loans  of  $25,- 
2()S,,s:52.52,  and  a  membership  of  126,902. 


In  1894  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  associations  reported,  with 
assets  of  $30,090,920.13;  mortgage  loans  of  $20,537,388.88,  and 
membership  of  126,827. 

In  1895  five  hundred  and  two  associations  reported,  wdth  assets 
of  $34,347,023.38;  mortgage  loans,  $29,960,478.84;  membership, 
142,093. 

In  1896  five  hundred  and  four  associations  reported,  with  assets 
of  $38,095,147.70;  mortgage  loans,  $33,118,055.67;  membership, 
167,264. 

In  1897  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  associations  reported, 
with  assets  of  $37,624,418.43;  mortgage  loans,  $32,187,055.99; 
membership,  137,510. 

In  1898  four  hundred  and  forty-six  associations  reported,  with 
assets  of  $34,888,814.83;  mortgage  loans,  $29,360,962.37;  mem- 
bership, 127,726. 

In  1899  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  associations  reported, 
with  assets  of  $31,435,587.86;  mortgage  loans,  $25,783,534.79; 
membership,  109,043. 

This  year  there  were  four  hundred  and  eight  associations  report- 
ing and  two  that  have  failed  to  report — the  South  Bend  Home- 
stead Building  and  Loan  Association,  and  the  Workingmen's  Build- 
ing and  Loan  Association  of  South  Bend.  There  has  been  during 
the  year  a  decrease  of  sixteen,  associations.  There  have  been  five 
new  associations  begun  business,  nineteen  have  matured  their  stock 
and  retired  from  business,  and  eleven  have  gone  into  liquidation, 
and  a  receiver  has  been  appointed  for  one. 

The  Brazil  Building  and  Loan  Association  consolidat<3d  with  the 
C^lav  Countv  Home  and  Savings  Association  of  Brazil,  July  1, 
1899. 

Since  1893  receivers  have  been  appointed  for  four  *^State"  and 
seven  locals;  ai^signees  for  three  State  and  three  locals,  and  since 
1897  thirteen  State  and  thirty-seven  locals  have  gone  into  liquida- 
tion. Of  the  entire  number  of  State  Associations,  sixteen  are  now 
in  active  business.  It  will  be  observed  there  is  a  gradual  decrease 
in  the  number  of  associations.  Statistics  from  two  hundred  ninety- 
one  associations  show  that  of  46,579  shareholders,  32,522  are  wage- 
workers,  and  that  about  one-fourth  of  the  loans  were  made  to  this 
class.  Of  the  homes  acquired  the  reports  show  the  smallest  num- 
ber to  be  2,043  in  1890,  and  the  largest  5,131  in  1895. 


In  Indiana  the  local  building  and  loan  associations,  it  will  be 
readily  seen^  have  been  the  means  not  only  of  added  substantial 
values  but  of  planting  homes  for  persons  of  modem  incomes  in 
hundreds  of  communities.  These  associations  fulfill  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  this  co-operative  movement  Their  boards  of  directors  are 
usually  composed  of  conservative  and  substantial  business  men ;  the 
officers  serve  on  verv'  meagre  salaries;  publicity  pervades  every  act 
of  management,  and  extravagance  and  a  padded  expense  account 
are  not  in  the  thought,  let  alone  the  accounts  current  of  their  ex- 
hibit*^.  A  significant  gauge  of  a  properly  conducted  association  is 
its  expense  account.  A  salaried  staff  of  directors  and  officials  is  a 
very'  suspicious  indication  that  the  central  idea  is  not  so  much  the 
self-help  of  co-operation  as  is  the  perquisite  and  sinecure  of  a  per- 
sonal pull  and  "snap."  The  nominal  pay  usually  and  justly  allowed 
secretariee  and  those  who  look  after  details  is  not  a  "salarv"  the 
promoter  and  selfish  management  had  in  mind,  as  the  basis  of  their 
especial  interest  in  the  co-operative  advantages  of  their  alleged  as- 
sociations for  mutual  betterment.  Individual  profit  in  the  sense  of 
money-making  or  salary  accretion,  has  no  place  in  the  organization 
or  management  of  a  building  and  loan  association.  It  is  a  business 
without  bargain  counters,  "standard  oil  dividends,"  or  recompense 
beyond  three  figures.  It  is  a  business  in  which  each  shareholder 
is  a  partner;  where  there  is  a  mutuality  of  interest;  where  the 
weekly  savings  of  the  membership  will  in  its  entirety  inure  to  the 
advantage  of  the  members,  and  where  conser\'atisiu  and  not  spolia- 
tion is  the  managerial  incentive.  Co-operation  and  philanthropy 
are  blood  relatives.  They  go  hand  in  hand,  else  they  do  not  "go" 
at  all.  The  expense  fund  provision  in  the  law,  which  was  repealed 
in  1897,  was  a  great  wrong.  One  of  the  associations  of  Indian- 
apolis, now  in  liquidation,  exemplified  the  profit  to  its  management 
under  this  innocently  appearing  "graft,"  for  from  its  official  re- 
ports its  officers  and  office  help  in  seven  years  drew  $79,448.08  in 
salaries,  and  the  other  expenses  were  $138,636.30.  And,  now, 
when  the  final  pay-day  comes,  the  membership  must  accept  what- 
ever liquidation  dribbles  over  to  them,  while  the  real  beneficiaries 
have  waxed  fat  on  the  salaries  that  generally  were  multiplied  in  ex- 
cess of  what  any  society  of  co-operation  would  have  given  for  the 
service  performed. 


Indiana  has  a  number  of  worthy  State  associations  that  are  rea- 
sonably successful  because  the  management  is  in  the  interest  of 
shareholders  whose  policy  is  one  of  conservatism  and  not  of  extrav- 
aganca  It  is  the  local  association,  however,  that  most  intimately 
touches  elbow  with  the  people  who  are  enabled  to  get  homes  after 
they  have  the  ground  upon  which  to  secure  a  loan,  paying  the 
money  they  otherwise  would  monthly  expend  for  rent.  This  is 
the  true  building  association  idea.  The  good  the  local  association 
is  doing  and  has  done  in  Indiana  and  the  substantial  benefit  it  has 
brought  to  our  citizenship  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  can  not 
be  measured  in  dollars.  The  home  owner  is  an  active  stockholder 
in  government;  he  has  the  only  castle  knovm  to  the  Republic,  and 
the  family  that  secures  a  home  commences  a  forward  movement  in 
life  that  centralizes  the  love  of  children  for  the  one  sacred  spot 
that  never  perishes  from  memory.  As  has  been  suggested  in  previ- 
ous reports  from  this  ofiice,  a  critical  and  expert  examination  made 
of  the  reports  from  the  different  associations  develops  the  necessity 
for  a  uniform  system  of  bookkeeping,  and  this  could  be  obtained 
substantially  if  the  law  required  compulsory  annual  examinations 
by  this  department.  The  expense  in  the  aggregate  would  not  be 
larger  than  is  now  paid  usually  to  local  examiners,  and  the  knowl- 
edge and  information  gleaned  under  the  direction  of  a  building 
and  loan  expert,  would,  in  itself,  repay  many  associations  through 
the  improved  business  methods.  It  is  a  gratif  jang  result  of  the 
examinations  made  from  the  reports  for  the  present  year  that  there 
is  a  healthier  condition  generally  than  for  the  past  few  years.  This 
is  undoubtedly  the  result  of  the  prosperous  condition  of  business 
following  the  depression  of  the  panic.  Real  estate  is  always  the 
last  commodity  to  feel  the  appreciation  of  prosperity,  and  I  believe 
that  most  of  the  associations  that  have  been  prudent  with  assets  of 
this  character  are  gradually  realizing  the  full  book  value,  and  in 
some  cases  a  profit  on  these  holdings.  I  believe  the  period  of  liqui- 
dation is  passed,  based  on  necessity,  and  that,  take  Indiana  over, 
these  agencies  for  home  building  have  a  future  that  will  inure 
largely  to  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  committing  their  savings 
and  paying  their  dues  purely  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  practical 
co-operative  beneficence. 

The  building  association  law  could  be  improved  by  giving  the 
Auditor  of  State  the  same  authority  as  is  now  given  our  banks. 
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trust  and  insurance  companies.  Under  the  law  at  present  the 
reports  are  sent  to  this  office,  and  after  having  been  carefully  ex- 
amined by  the  expert  accountant,  are  filed  away,  the  Auditor  sim- 
ply being  their  custodian.  The  Auditor  of  State  should  approve 
the  salaries  paid  to  officers,  as  the  law  now  requires  in  the  case  of 
savings  banks.  Liquidating  associations  should' be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Auditor  of  State,  to  the  end  that  expense  should  be 
kept  at  a  minimum,  and  the  time  in  liquidation  not  be  nursed  or 
long  dra\vn  out.  In  brief,  there  should  be  such  a  supervision  by 
the  building  and  loan  department  that  the  patrons  of  these  associa- 
tions be  given  the  broadest  protection  along  the  lines  of  safety  and 
security,  for  more  than  any  other  business  corporation  of  State  en- 
actment they  are  "of  the  people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people." 
Wearing  the  assumed  livery  of  building  association  principles 
there  has  come  into  existence  in  the  past  year  a  brood  of  very  ques- 
tionable and  suspicious  schemes  based  on  the  provision  of  weekly 
or  monthly  payments,  so-called  co-operative  corporations,  known  as 
"Tontine  Investment  Companies,"  "Diamond  Investment  Com- 
panies," and  other  specious  companies  that  appeal  to  cupidity  and 
chance,  with  co-operation  as  the  shibboleth.  These  schemes  have 
a  large  clientage  in  our  bordering  States,  but  acting  upon  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Attorney-General,  they  have  been  one  and  all  denied 
permission  to  enter  Indiana.  They  seek  to  inveigle  investors  on  the 
theorv'  of  accumulating  savings  through  the  ease  of  weekly  pay- 
ments, and  the  alluring  profits  that  will  accrue,  based  on  the  ton- 
tine principle,  but  in  the  end  their  principal  success  is  in  the  con- 
fiscation of  lapses  and  the  utter  failure  of  fulfilling  the  inducement 
offered.  The  law  of  this  State  is  singularly  weak  in  dealing  with 
companies  of  this  and  a  kindred  character,  and  there  should  be  a 
heroic  statute  covering  all  kinds  of  investment  companies,  no  mat- 
ter what  the  inducement  or  plan  may  be,  that  have  for  their  pur- 
pose installment  payments,  and  which  hold  out  inducements  that 
from  the  very  nature  of  the  plan  demonstrates  the  possibility  of 
chance,  or  confiscation  where  from  any  cause  the  investor  may  hap- 
pen to  lapse  in  payment.  The  supervision  of  all  sorts  of  investment 
companies  that  carry  with  them  an  expense  fund  and  a  forfeiture 
should  be  treated  as  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  building  and 
loan  act,  and  be  subject  to  the  rigid  examination  and  supervision 
by  this  department.

BANK  DEPARTMENT. 


The  statement  of  the  State  banks  of  Indiana,  the  savings  banks 
and  the  trust  companies  reflect  a  most  satisfactory  financial  condi- 
tion of  these  moneyed  institutions.  During  the  past  year  the 
national  bank  act  has  been  so  modified  that  corporations  of  a 
smaller  capital  than  in  the  original  law  are  authorized  to  incor- 
porate, and  through  this  act  several  of  the  banks  of  the  State  have 
changed  to  national  banks.  The  lists  of  deposit  reflect  a  general 
prosperity  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  I  do  not  know  that,  so 
far  as  State  supervision  is  concerned,  any  additional  legislation  is 
necessary  or  required.  The  interests  of  the  people  are  well  cared 
for  in  the  present  law  and  the  management  of  the  different  banks 
is  such  that  there  need  not  be  any  fear  of  the  safety  or  security 
afforded  in  the  exercise  of  this  far-reaching  financial  trust.  The 
sa\angs  banks  most  intimately  touch  the  prosperity  of  the  working 
class  in  the  different  centers  of  labor.  Indiana  has  not  as  many 
savings  banks  in  proportion  as  have  many  other  States,  but  the 
functions  of  these  banks  are  largely  associated  with  trust  com- 
panies, the  difference  being  that  in  savings  banks  the  profits  go 
to  the  depositors,  while  in  trust  companies  a  certain  rate  of  interest 
is  paid,  based  on  a  certain  tenure  of  time  for  which  the  deposit  is 
made.  Under  the  operations  of  the  law  of  1899  authorizing  the 
formation  of  trust  companies  ha^Tng  a  capital  of  $25,000,  there 
has  been  organized  during  the  year  just  closed  thirteen  additional 
companies,  and  uniformly  their  business  has  been  satisfactory  and 
successful.  There  are  two  objectionable  classes  of  business  done 
by  some  trust  companies  that  it  will  probably  be  advisable  for 
the  law  to  take  cognizance  of  in  a  very  explicit  way.  That  is, 
the  transaction  of  a  commercial  deposit  business  and  the  bonded 
surety  business.  It  is  evidently  not  the  purpose  of  the  law  that 
trust  companies  should  transact  a  commercial  business,  and  if  a 
bonded  trust  business  is  within  the  province  of  their  operations, 

t3) 


there  should  be  provision  made  for  the  accumulation  of  a  reserve, 
to  protect  such  business  of  this  character  that  may  be  legal. 

I  submit  the  statements  of  condition  of  each  savings  bank  and 
trust  company  in  Indiana  at  the  close  of  business  October  31,  and 
a  tabulated  comparative  statement  which  illustrates  the  conditions 
surrounding  their  business. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendations  that  have  been  hereto- 

< 

fore  made  by  my  predecessor  suggesting  that  private  banks  be 
required  to  come  \^dthin  the  provisious  of  the  law  that  govern  the 
supervision  of  State  banks.  It  would  seem  essential  that  any  finan- 
cial institution  receiving  public  deposits  and  prosecuting  a  business 
of  banking,  whether  private  or  corporate,  should  report  to  some 
department  of  State  government,  and  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
connected  with  that  department. 

During  the  year  the  State  Bank  of  Boswell,  the  Pike  County 
State  Bank,  of  Petersburg,  and  the  State  Bank  of  Sheridan,  of 
Sheridan,  incorporated  as  national  banks,  and  retired  from  business 
as  State  banks.  On  November  23,  1899,  the  Central  State  Bank, 
of  West  Lebanon,  went  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  and  its  depos- 
itors were  paid  in  full.  The  First  State  Bank,  of  Dunkirk,  the 
Owensville  Banking  Company,  of  Owensville,  the  Rising  Sun  De- 
posit Bank,  of  Rising  Sun,  and  the  Judy  State  Bank,  of  Winamac, 
incorporated  and  began  business  as  State  banks. 

TRUST  COMPANIES. 

Since  the  General  Assemblv  of  1899  amended  the  law  authoriz- 

I, 

ing  the  incorporation  of  trust  companies,  by  reducing  the  amount 
of  capital  stock  required,  there  has  been  an  unusual  increase  in 
the  incorporation  of  trust  companies.  There  were  twenty-eight 
trust  companies  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Indiana  on  October 
.'^l,  1900.

LAND  DEPARTMEPn'* 


Herewith  is  submitted  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Land  Department,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  matters  of  record. 
The  principal  work  of  this  department  is  confined  to  answer- 
ing letters  of  inquiry  relating  to  land  entries  and  original  sur- 
veys. Ilundreds  of  such  letters  are  received  annually,  and  the 
investigations  required  consume  much  time  and  labor. 

There  still  remains  in  this  office  »  large  number  of  patents, 
conveying  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  lands.  The  law  directs 
that  these  be  recorded  in  the  county  y^  here  the  land  is  situate, 
and  until  this  is  done  there  will  be  a  defect  in  the  title  to  these 
lands.  Patents,  some  issued  by  the  State  as  early  as  1832,  and 
others  by  the  trustees  of  the  canal  as  late  as  1876,  are  here  for 
lands  in  Allen,  Benton,  Carroll,  Cass,  Clay,  Crawford,  Daviess, 
Dubois,  Fulton,  Oibson,  Greene,  Huntington,  Jasper,  Knox, 
Kosciusko,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Marshall.  Martin,  Miami,  Monroe, 
Newton,  Noble,  Orange,  Owen,  Parke,  Perry,  Pike,  Posey, 
Pulaski,  Putnam,  Spencer,  Sullivan,  Vanderburgh,  Vermillion, 
Wabash,  Warrick,  White  and  Whitley  counties.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  owners  of  canal  lands  in  the  counties  named,  who  have 
not  yet  obtained  their  patents  and  had  them  recorded  will  do 
so  at  once  in  order  that  their  title  may  be  made  perfect. 

The  records  in  this  office  show  that  patents  have  been  issued 
for  several  hundred  tracts  of  Swamp  and  University  lands. 
Most  of  these  tracts  have  undoubtedly  been  sold,  but  pur- 
chasers have  neglected  to  obtain  patents  for  same.  This  failure 
leads  to  troub'e  when  the  present  owners  desire  to  sell  or  mort- 
gage the  r  lands.  Such  owners  should  send  to  this  office  their 
certificates  of  purchase  and  obtain  patents. 
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LANDS  HELD  BY  THE  STATE  BY  DEEDS. 


MARION  COUNTY. 

The  east  half  of  the  strip  of  land  lyin?  soath  of  the  cross-cat  of  the  Central 
Canal,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  more  particnlarly  described  as  follows,  to  wit: 
Commencing  at  the  junction  of  Market  and  West  streets  and  running  thence  west 
on  the  line  of  Market  street  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  land  known  on  the 
plat  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  'Uhe  reservation;"  thence  north  to  the  south- 
ern base  of  the  embankment  of  said  canal;  thence  ea^t  along  said  canal  embank- 
ment to  West  street;  thence  south  to  Market  street,  the  plaoe  of  beginning.  The 
title  to  this  tract  of  land  was  held  to  be  in  the  State  in  the  suit  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  t».  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  by  a  decree  of  the  Hen- 
dricks Circuit  Court,  rendered  at  the  January  term,  1879. 

This  tract  is  held  by  the  Indianapolis  Benevolent  Society,  under  a  lease  eze- 
cnted  by  M.  D.  Manson,  Anditor  of  State,  April  1,  1880. 

All  that  portion  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  one  (1),  in  township  fifteen 
(15)  north,  range  two  (2)  east,  contained  in  the  following  boundaries:  Beginning 
n  the  Rockville  road,  at  the  southwest  quarter  of  ^aid  quarter  section,  running 
thence  north  forty  (40)  chains  and  twenty  five  (25)  links  to  the  center  of  said  sec- 
tion; thence  east  along  the  north  line  of  naid  quarter  ^4ection  twenty-one  (21) 
chains  and  forty-five  (45)  links;  thence  south  twenty  (20)  chains;  thence  east  pIx 
(6)  chaiuh  and  seventy-five  (75)  links;  thence  Koiith  twenty  (20 1  chains  and  twenty- 
five  (25)  Jinks  to  the  south  line  of  said  section ;  thence  wettt  along  said  Houth  line 
in  said  Rockville  road  twenty-eight  (28)  chains  and  twenty  (20)  links  to  the  place 
of  beginning,  containing  one  hundred  acres,  more  or  less. 

This  tract  was  originally  purchased  as  the  Hite  of  the  House  of  Refuge.  When 
the  location  of  that  institution  was  removed  to  near  Plainfieid  the  land  was  sold 
to  William  J.  McCaslin,  who  failed  to  make  payment  therefor,  and  the  title  to  the 
same  was  in  continuous  litigation  until  affirmed  to  be  in  the  State  by  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  rendered  at  the  November  term,  1884. 

The  act  of  1889  authorized  the  sale  of  this  land,  and  it  was  sold,  but  in  a  suit 
for  possession  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  set  the  sale  aside  on  the  ground  of  irregu- 
larity in  Hale. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  State  holdn  title  to  the  following  described 
premiscM,  which  have  not  been  appraised  or  offered  for  sale: 

LotH  242  and  243,  in  E.  J.  Peck's  Kubdivision  of  the  Kouth  part  of  outlot  134, 
in  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Conveyed  to  the  State  by  E  J  Peck  and  wife  in 
consideration  of  $40,  and  with  this  provision :  **  Said  loU*  to  be  used  as  a  place  of 
burial  for  the  dead,  and  for  no  other  use  whatever,  and  if  otherwise  used  then  to 
be  forfeited  to  the  original  proprietors,  their  heirs  or  assigns.'*
